“Gut Down Republican Majorities. 

When Judge Craig ran the first time the Re- 
publican majority was 8,000, The first posi- 
tion to which Judge Craig was elected was that 
of County Judge jin 1860, He had then prac- 
ticed law in Knox County six years. In those 
gays a man did not have to give up his prac- 
tice to hold the position of County Judge, and 
does not yet in many of the counties of the 
State. He held the place foir years. In the 
fall of 1869 he was elected as a member of the 
Constitutional convention, which met in 1870. 
Knox County constituted one district, 
and had a Republican majority of 
2,000. He was elected by @ majority of 600. 
His opponent was. a prominent Republican 
named William Holyoke of Wataga. O. H. 
Browning of Quincy, Judge Anthony of Chi- 
cago, Judge Allen of Springfield, and some of 
the most prominent men of the State were in 
the convention. Judge Craig was Chairman 
of the Committee on Counties and drafted the 
article in the Constitution relating to counties. 
He had entire control of that part of the work. 
In 1872 he was a delegate to the Democratic 
State convention and was elected delegate-at- 
large to the Baltimore convention, which nom- 
inated Horace Greeley. 

Just prior to his going on the Supreme bench 
Judge Craig prosecuted John Osborne for the 
murder of a Mrs, Matthews of Yates City. 
Osborne was the only man hanged in Knox 
County. The case attracted wide attention 
and was the last case the Judge ever argued, 
Judge Craig was first elected tothe Supreme 
bench in 1873. He had been admitted to the 
bar in 1854, and the intervening time had 
devoted to the practice of law. Chief Justice 
Lawrence, one of the most popular men in 
the State, was his opponent, and it was thought 
Craig would have little chance of beingelected. 
Yet he ‘carried the districé by 3,200. He was 
reélected in 1882, running against Judge Mc- 
Culloch of Peoria. That year his majority 
was 3,600. Last year he was elected a third 
time, and his majority was 5,500. His Re- 
publican opponent was Maj. Wells of Peoria, 
a lawyer. 

Identified with Farming Interests. 


Prior to going on the bench Judge Craig 
was never active in politics, except in Presi- 


‘dential elections he canvassed the county for 


the Democratic ticket, making speeches at 
the direction of my, Or com mittee. 
He has always been Mlentified with the 
farming interests of fhe State and is 
the owner of several large farms. He has 
always received the arty support of the 
farming community, and to. this is attributed 
much of his success.

Financial circles were stirred yesterday af- 
ternoon over the news that the West Lake 
Street “ L” road had, after months of nego- 
tiation, finally been sold. Isaac E. Adams, a 
young attorney of this city who acted for the 
buyers and to whom it 1s stated is probably to 
be credited the consummation of the deai, 


said the preliminary papers were signed Sat-- 


urday last in New York. 

“The final papers will pass before the week 
is out,’’ he said, “* the purchase price be paid, 
and the road turned over to its new owners. 
It is a purchase outright. Every share of the 
stock is turned over and this of course covers 
all the franchises, collateral and otherwise.’’ 

“* How about the bonds?’ : 

“The bonds practically were never igsued, 
that is to say, they never were sold. A few of 
them issued by the old owners among them- 
selves will be retained by the latter. The 
rest, the rigbt to issue the rest, is included in 
the purchase. There will be no Chicago 


stockholders whatever, not at present at least. | 


The price paid for the property I cannot 
divulge at present. The buyers are a number 
of New York banking houses, with two rail- 
roads interested.

From another source it was learned that the 
price paid for the stock was very nearly 80. 
As the total issued capital stock of the com- 
pany is $3,000,000 this would represent $2,- 
400,000 for Mike McDonald and his associates 
to divide. A man who is close to the inner 
workings of the deal said: ‘“* McDonald is 
entitled to put a feather in his cap. When he 
began these negotiations three months ago 
he couldn’t get New York financiers to give 
him any serious attention. His reputation as 
a mere boss gambler had preceded him, This 
was all the worse for him, because he and his 
crowded wanted to get out. They were tired 
and sick of the difficulties they had encoun- 
tered and, besides, ‘action’ was too slow in 
comparison with their previous experienge. 
McDonald first tried to sell bonds. 
He after some time brought the 
Wall street people around to . think 
that there was something in him, but 
the bonds were decided by lawyers to possess 
a flaw or informality at any rate. Then Mc- 
Donald offered the whole road. Experts were 
sent out here anda thorough investigation 
made, The road was declined, however, be- 
cause McDonald’s price was toohigh. He 
dickered around all the time, creating a better 
impression—by his magnetism, I heard one 
man say—and finally agreed upon 4 price. 
His crowd will step out absolutely, and they 
will have between $2,400,000 and $2,500,000 to 
divide.

Peter Clark Examined a Petroleum Well 
by Lamplight and Caused an Explosion. 
A tank of crude petroleum at the Fish Arti- 


ficial Ice company’s plant, in the alley be- | 


tween Loomis and Throop streets and Jackson 
boulevard and Van Buren street, exploded at 
6:30 o’clock last evening. The accident was 
caused by the action of the engineer in lower- 
ing a lighted lantern into the tank. Four men 
who were near the tank at the time were badly 
burned, The injured were: : 

CLARK, PETER, engineer, 32 years old, of No. 460 


_ Jackson boulevard, seriously burned about the 


face, arms, and back. May die. ; 

DALTON, Patrick, laborer, 35 years old, boards 
at Blue Star-lodging-house, slightly burned about 
the head and face. : 

HYDEMIEN, HEnRy, manager, 48 years old, of 
No. 471 Jackson boulevard, slightly burned about 
the head and arms. 

SmrrH, Harry, fireman, 28 years old, of No. 53 
South Halsted street, seriously burned about the 
face and hands. 


The Fish company’s plant occupies a one-, 


story brick building, 75x150 feet, and the pe- 
troleum well or reservoir where the accident 
took place is in the rear of the engine-room, 
in an open space and about twelve feet distant 
from the rear door of the main building. 
Crude petroleum is used for firing the boilers. 
it is stored in a hermetically sealed well and 


_is pumped into the engine-room as needed. 


Peter Ciark, the engineer, has been in the 
employ of the company for only three days, 
but he had good letters of recommendation 
from various manufacturing firms at Houston, 
Tex.

Springer has demonstrated the necessity of an 
ordinance which shall enable the Boiler Inspector 
to prevent the use of boilers which are in no fit con- 
dition to be used and which are dangerous from 
any cause. The delay in preparing this ordinance 
has arisen from the fact that I have requested a 
number of people familiar with boilers and the 
construction of safety appliances to volunteer 
such suggestions as should be embodied in an 
ordinance of this character. This ordinance has 
been prepared in this manner, and I, therefore, 
submit it to you, confident that it will meet with 
your approval, as it should. The adoption of this 
ordinance will enable the Boiler Inspector to pre- 
vent further use of many boilers now in actual 
use, and the passage of this ordinance will be a 
step in the direction of legisiation to protect 


life and property.

The following are the principal provisions 


of the ordinance: 

It provides for an inspector of steam boilers as 
at present; it also provides that the Mayor shall 
appoint five practical scientific men who are 
familiar with the manufacture, construction, and 
management of steam boilers, who sha)) act asa 
Board of Examination, and who shall give their 
written consent to serve on such Board of Exam- 
ination without compensation, and perform the 
duties bereinafter provided. Whenever the Mayor 
shall have appointed all the members of said 
Board of Examination as aforesaid, he shall call 
them together at such time and place as he may 
select, for the purpose of organization and adop- 
tion of such by-laws as to them may seem 


ful. 
“To this Board of Examination the Mayor shall

Same Move and Influence the New York 
Delegation by Reason of Having States 
Under Control-Tammany Men Oppose 
Instracting the New York Delegates for 
Hill—Fiower Not Avérse to Being Made 
the Hill Legatee, 

New Yorx, Feb. 15,—[Special.|—One of 
the noticeable facts in connection with the 
meeting of the National committee in’ Wash- 
ington last month was the eagerness mani- 
fested by representatives on the National com- 
mittee and visitors from States supposed to 
be for Cleveland for an early convention. This 
was particularly true of Iowa, Lilinois, and 
Minnesota, whose representatives insisted on 
early State conventnons, that the campaign 
might be one of instruction on the great 
issues of the day. New York and Maryland 
were discreetly silent, as the idea prevailed 
that in many States delegates to Chicago 
would be chosen while the snow of winter was 
yet upon the ground, But allof these were 
Cleveland States. Shortly after the commit- 
tee adjourned the Democratic Central com- 
mittee of New York electrified the country by 
calling a convention for Feb. 22, the earliest 
on record, This was done, so Hill’s| friends 
say, because of the precipitate action or de- 


| sire for early conventions on the part of the 


Cleveland men. 

The Cleveland folks unquestionably intend- 
ed to hurry up the conventions in Pennsyl- 
vania, Illinois, Jowa, and other tariff reform 
States, getting as many instructions for Cleve- 
land as possible, thus forestallmg the work of 
the Chicago convention. Had this result 
been achieved, New York, New Jersey, Con- 
necticut, and some other States which will 
now be for Hill might have been influenced 
in Cleveland’s favor. Hill has simply beaten 
the Cleveland folks at their own game. Mr. 
Hill selected Feb. 22 as the day for the 
launching of his Presidentiai craft. This will 
be one week from today, Monday, 'but one 
day is as good as another for him, begause he 
has the machinery of the State well m hand 
and can do with it as besta suits him, Itisa 
very inconvenient time for hoiding a State 
convention, as all the delegates are com- 
pelied to be in Albany Sunday. 

It Will Draw Well, 

The convention, although of the |cut-and- 
dried vuriety, will be largely attended, Tam- 
many alone sending 750 men on one special 
train. None of Hill’s friends expect there 
will be any disturbance or quarrel in the con- 
vention, for the very good reason that there 
will not be enough Cleveland men there to 
make a fight. Hill’s folks will effect an or- 
ganization to suit theinselyes; select a Com- 
mittee on Credentials which will settle in 
Hill’s interest a number of contests that are 
coming up, and the grand old Democratic 
doctrine of unit rule will be indorsed with a 
howl. It is really wonderful the growthof the 
unit rule sentament among the Tammany 
people, in pleasing distinction from their sen- 
tithente of eight years ago, Only the other 
day Bourke Cockran made a speech on the 
floor of the House on the rules then under dis- 
cussion in which he said the majority should 
govern every time. This principle he advo- 
cated most strenuously, to the great delight of 
some correspondents jn the gailery, who re- 
memembered Bourke Cockran and Tommy 
Grady’s antics in the summer days of 1884 at 
Chicago. 

Senator Hill has not returned to 'Washing- 
ton yet. He is around Albany somewhere fix- 
ing up the cracks in his .chinking. He was 
here the other night and had a little confer- 
ence with the Tammany leaders, which was 
absolutely necessary by reason of the fact that 
a good inany districts in this part of the State 
have not yet held their conventions but will do 
so during the coming week. Senator Hill was 
simply telling his friends whom he wanted. 
Ner@ly every convention which has already 
chosen its delegates has adopted resolutions 
indorsing Hill for the Presidency. The ex- 
ception to this almost general rule is Mont- 
gomery County, whose convention was con- 
trolled by an ex-Controller named Wemple, 
This convention adopted resolutions which, 
after eulogizing Hill’s course in politics, 
bluntly declared for Roswell bP. Flower for the 
Presidency. Nobody seems to know exactly 
what this means, but many think that nothing 
of this kind would have occurred exeept at the 
intimation or suggestion of the Senator him- 
self, 

Showed the Wisdom of Waiting. 


The recent meeting held at the Cooper In- 
stitute, composed as it was of representative 
Democrts, has according to the minds -of 
many demonstrated to Senator Hill the wis- 
dom of going slow. He and Flower are the 
best friends in the: world, and the Gov- 
ernor would be very glad to do anything in 
his power for Senator Hill. It may be that 
Hill will allow Flower to get some delegates, 
so as to head off the cry that the Albany ¢unven- 
tion was a cut and dried affair. But Roswell P. 
Flower has an itching for Presidential honors. 
He has been afflict this way for quitea 
number of years. 

Everybody at all familiar with politics will 
recail the skyrocket campaign he’ made in 
1884. A good many reporters who flourished 
inand around Flower’s headquarters at the 
Palmer House during the Chicago convention, 
remembering the pleasures of the past, would 
be exceedingly gratified if Roswell eame in 
again. He is now posing or getting ready to 
pose as Fiill’s residuary legatee, and all the 
Cleveland influence in New York, recollecting 
how he played horse with them eight years 
ago, areas angry at Flower as they are at 
Hill. Flower’s strength in the convention 
was not phenomenal, About the only vote he 
received outside of New York was one Ed 
Cullerton of Illinois loaned him for a single 
ballot. It is just within the possibilities that 
Hill will allow afew Cleveland men to go 
upon the State delegation, Fiower may be 
permitted to have a little following, but these 
votes will only be complimentary, and the 
unit rule ig relied upon to land the whole 
batch whenever Mr. Hill wants them. 

They Opposed the Instructions. 

Nobody seems to know what exactly oc- 
curred at the Saturday conference between 
Hill and his friends. Dick Croker, Commis- 
missioner Gilroy, Police Commissioner Mar- 
tin, Emigration Commissioner Ridgeway, 
Congressmen Cummings, Cockran, and Reg- 
ister Fitzgerald of this city, and District-At- 
torney Ridgeway and Congressman Clancy 
of Brooklyn were in consultation with Mr. 
Hill. Gilroy was reported to have made a 
fight in the meeting against the adoption by 
the conventionof a resolution instructing the 
delegates to Chicago. But he was almost 
alone in the position he took, Every one else 
held that the passage of a stiff resolution of 
instruction would have a stout effect on tho 
country at large, | 

As an evidence of the pull Tammany seems 
to have with Flower and Hill, attention is 
called to the fact that a committee from the 
Tammany Hall organization will draw plans 
determining the boundaries of the new Con- 
gressional and Senatorial districts in New 
York County. These are to be incorporated 
in the reepportionment bills to be introduced 
in the islature after a while, and will for- 
mulate the scheme for dividing the ¢ity into 
thirty-two Assembly districts, as that is the 
number which will probabiy be given to this 
city.

ACTOR CURTIS’ STORY. 
HE TELLS THE TALE OF THE NIGHT 
GRANT WAS KILLED. 


A Third Man Injected Into the Celebrated 
Murder Case at San Francisco—The Man 
First Robbed Curtis and Then Shot 
Grant to ‘Escape Arrest-The Double 
Swearing of “Hoodlums” Toomey and 
Mullins—They Offered Their Services to 
Curtis’ Friend, 

San Francisco, Cal., Feb. 15.—[Special.]— 
This was Actor Curtis’ day in court and its 
close finds him a long way off from the gal- 
lows or penitentiary. A little more of such 
evidence as that of today in the opening of 


the defense and the jury will be convinced 


that ‘‘Sam’‘l of Posen” has not the blood of 
Officer Grant on his hands, and that the over- 
zealous comrades of the murdered policeman 
have been piling up evidence against an inno- 
cent man. Altogether it is a remarkable case 
and built solely upon circumstances. The 
actor told a straightforward, eminently plausi- 
ble story, and stuck to it under a searching 
cross-exainination. The introduction of a 
second man as the slayer was a com- 
plete surprise, and the dramatic effect 
of it was heightened when Lawyer Kowalsky, 
the prisoner’s friend, testified that Toomey 
and Mullins, the principal witnesses for the 
prosecution, came to him voluntarily and 
told him that they saw not one man 
but two run away after the shots were 
fired, One man, they said, wore a 
light overcoat and the other adark one. The 
latter was Curtis. These two witnesses of- 
fered taseil their testimony to Kowalsky, the 
lawyer testified. It is unfortunate for the 
prosecution that Toomey and Mullins 
are typical hoodlums—*“tar-flatters” they 
are called, Another vital point was 
the disappearance of Witness Jerrenson, 
who in the preliminary hearing identified the 


/ pistol produced by the police, swearing that 


it was the one Curtis carried, and then a day 
later admitted in court that he had rjured 
himself through fear of the police. It is sig- 
nificant that Jerrenson has left the country.

Strong Claims by the Defense. 

When the case was called this morning the 
lawyers for the defense stated that they would 
prove Curtis was not left-handed, that the 
nipper on his right wrist would have prevented 
him from shooting Grant, and that Curtis did 
not do the shooting. The defense claimed 
that its witnesses had been tampered with by 
the police and that testimony had been sup- 
pressed. Attorney Wilson reviewed the case 
and said that on the night Curtis was arrested 
he was under the influence of liquor and had 
$240 on his person. Near the corner of Third 
and Mission streets a man asked Curtis for a 
light for a cigarette, and reminded him that 
he had played with him at Atlanta. They 
walked to Sixth and Howard, Curtis endeavor- 
ing to get rid of the man. 

Near the corner of the street Curtis heard a 
step, and as she turned around was knocked 
down. A police officer came up and arrested 
Curtia and his assailant. The man started to 
run, and Officer Grant put a nipper on Curtis’ 
wrist. Curtis did not know he had been 
robbed until after he reached the police sta- 
tion. The officer took the two men across the 
street, when the shot was fired. Curtis felt 
himself being drawn toward the building, and 
two other shots were fired. The night was 
dark, and believing himself tired at Curtis 
broke away and ran. Attorney Wilson closed 
by saying that a man residing on the corner of 
Fifth and Folsom streets was ill and up when 
he heard the shots, and saw a man run rapidly 
up Fifth street. Hesaw three people, the of- 
ficer and two men whom the officer had under 
arrest.

ton, The youthful Colonel, filled with appre- 
hension at the abrupt summons and with 
anxiety to know what it was that caused it, 
hurriedly made his preparations and was at 
the Adjutant-General’s office at the Capito] 
when that official got to his desk. Alger was 
at once sent to the Secretary of War. , 

Sent to the President. 

The brusque Stanton said, “‘ The President 
wishes to see iy ” and armed with another 
card Alger sought Abraham Liucoln. Such a 
catechising as Lincoln gave Alger that gentle. 
man never got before. Where was he from, 
where did he live, and his life’s story were 
demanded, but not a word of business. Pres. 
ently the young Colonel’s apprehensions as 
well as curiosity got the better of the catechis-

Thus was Alger relieved from his command 
and detailed for this special service, which 
took him all the rest of the winter. It was

Held His Resignation. 

Alger joined his command in time for the 
spring campaign despite Lincoln’s desire that 
he continue the special work. * While passing 
through Washington Aug. 6, 1864, with his 
command Alger’s health had so failed that he 
decided to resign. Aug. 8 the resignation 
reached Lincoln, and he wrote on it: 

** Let this resignation be accepted.” 

But it never was. While going to the War 
Department Col. Alger heard that the rebel 
Early was .coming down the Shenandoah 
Valley, and powing the paper in his pocket, 
which would have carried him home to a si 
wife and a business going to ruin, he went 
the front at once. | 

This paper bearing Lincoln’s signature has 
been lost for twenty-seven years, and was only 
recently found in an old trunk. The corre- 
spondent saw the document and Lincoln’s sig- 
nature. Thestory is from Gen. Alger’s lips, 
‘When seen today he was surrounded by hun- 
dreds of letters and telegrams expressing con- 
fidence from all over the United States. One 
hundred.and fifty were received today.

NEW TELEPHONE SYSTEM A SUCCESS. 


The Public and the Operators Seem to In- 
dorse It Thoroughly.

Com- 
plications arising from the old system forced 
the telephone company to adopt a numbering 
as follows: 

Numbers in the down-town district, includ- 
ing 1 to 2,999 and from 4,000 to 5,399, must ‘be 
prefaced with the word *main.”’ In brief the 
index figure of all the old numbers, except 
those at the main office, must be dropped and 
the name of the exchange station must be pre- 
fixed. If asubscriber wants any number be- 
tween 9,800 and 10,999 he must drop the figures 
on the left of the commas and prefix the word 
‘‘ Oakland ” to his call. | If he Wants a num- 
ber between 3,001 and 3,999 he must cut off 
the No. ‘*3’? and prefix the remainder with 
the word ** North.’ | 

The new system is winning compliments on 
all sides. The telephone girl is happy over 
the simplicity of the new numbering. Under 
the old system the F Anew who failed to have 
a dozen mistakes a day charged up was a phe- 
nomenon. 

“No one realizes what the lot of the average 
telephone girl used to be,”’ said one of the op- 
erators in the main office yesterday. ‘‘ For 
instance, the numbers at Oakland, the Stock- 
Yards, and two or three other offices all began 
with 9 under the old system. If a eustomer 
called for 9,904, which is in the Oakland office, 
he was liable to switched into the Stock- 
Yardsline. Such mistakes were unavoidable 
in the rush, where every one expects to get the 
number he wants the instant he asks for it. 
The new —s is simple and we can hear 
what is called for more distinctly.”’

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JAMES BRISCOR SAYS HE SAND- 
. BAGGED ATTORNEY WALKER, 


He Implicates Another Man and Tells of 
Additional Crimes They Committed To- 
gether—James Newman Pleads Gailty 
to Killing His Cousin and Is Sentenced 
to Prison for Fourteen Years—A. F. 
Nagle Says the Springer Boiler 'Explo.- 
sion Was Caused by an Open Valve. 


James Briscoe, the negro arrested in Detroit 
for sandbagging Attorney Walker, has con- 
fessed his guilt. He not only admits that he 
and Butler assaulted Mr. Walker, but says 
they have committed a series of burgiaries 
and robberies during the last two or three 
months. Briscoe was removed ftom the Cen- 
tral Station yesterday morning to the Cottage 
Grove Avenue Station. The reason for this 
was the police were not sure of making a case 
against him for assaulting Mr. Walker, and 
they wished a number of people who had been 
robbed to see him and, if possible, to identify 
him. Lieut. Healy at once took Briscoe to 
his private office, and after three hours’ per- 
sistent coaxing induced the fellow to confess 
everything. 

“IT thought itwas all a bluff about your 
having caught my partner,” said Briscoe after 
the confession had been made, “for 1 knew 
him as Frank Brown. And when the detect- 
ives told me I had assisted Butler in the as- 
sault I concluded it was only a scheme to get 
me to confess. But there is no use going back 
on itnow. We did the job and half a dozen 
others. The job on Michigan avenue was 
suggested or Brown. We _ were passing 
through an alley down that way two or three 
nights before. Frank looked across the va- 
cant lot and remarked how convenient it 
would be tu ‘do up’ some ‘business guy’ on 
the sidewalk and then dodge into the dark 
alley. We decided totry it, but, as you know, 
it didn’t ‘pan out.’ We worked a cou- 
ple of hours on Wabash avenue near 
Sixteenth street not lon before, but 
didn’t make a heavy haul. e last ‘strong 
arm” work we did before the Walker job was 
under the Twelfth street viaduct, near State 
street, when we took $30 and an old silver 
watch from a farmer. He was pretty drunk 
and didn’t make much resistance. I. don’t 
suppose he knows yet where it was done.”’

HE THINKS THE VALVE WAS OPEN. 


A. F. Nagle Reads a Paper Before Archi- 
teets on the Springer Boiler Explosion. 
The IMinois Chapter of the American Insti- 

tute of Architects held a banquet at the Insti- 

tute of Building Arts, No. 53 Washington 
street, last night. 

A. F. Nagle, an expert mechanical engineer, 
who examined the Springer boilers a week 
after the explosion, read a paper on the cause 
of the explosion. He said that he believed 
the valve used to let out the water from the 
boiler when cleaning is necessary was opened 
accidentally or otherwise by one of the men, 
and possibly by one of those killed. The 
water having passed out from the valve 
left the boiler empty—a sufficient cause for 
the explosion. The water could have left the 
boiler through valve in two minutes, re- 
sulting in the explosion at the end of that 
time. This theory is supported by the sworn 
statements of. Springer’s engineer and fire- 
men to the effect that the water gauge de- 
noted plenty of water iu the boiler three min- 
utes before the explosion. the paper was 
discussed.

Even if the Supreme Court should take an 
ultra technical view of the matter there can 
be no question as to the validity of the acts 
done by these three Trustees. They have not 
usurped their offices, but hold them by the 
vote of the people of the district. If it be 
true, however, as has been alleged, that some 
of the Trustees fear that it may be difficult for 
the board to collect taxes or sell bonis be- 
cause there is a shadow ofa cloud on their 
title, the best thing they can do is to make up 
a case and let the Supreme Court pass on it. 


SPECULATION IN PRODUCE. 

The delegation appointed by the Chicago 
Board of Trade to appear before the Hatch 
committee at Washington “‘ got there ’’ yester- 
day in more senses than one. The gentlemen 
presented written protests from the board and 
from the bankers of this city, following that up 
with verbal information, some of which proved 
to be more than asked for. One of the body 
blows administered was by President Hamill 
in reply to the question if dealing in futures 
did not originate on the Chicago board. He 
answered, truly, that the government started 
future dealings in food products by buying 
mess pork during the war for future delivery. 
He also stated that the board is as heartily op- 
posed to “ options’’ as any member of the 
committee could be, and that the committee 
haggthe entire sympathy of the board in its 
efforts to suppress option trading. 

The chief points in the protest made by the 
board have been made in previous issues of 
Tur Trieune in discussing the question. The 
document states that such a measure as has 
been proposed in the alleged interest of the 
farmers would react ruinously upon: them 
directly and indirectly, as well as being 
hostile to the commercial genius and spirit of 
the age. It says that both the Washburn and 
Hatch bills utterly fail to make the proper 
distinction between gambling transactions 
and legitimate contracts for the purchase and 
sale of commodities for future delivery, and 
both attempt to stamp asillegal a ciass of 
contracts which the Federal and State courts 
have for more than thirty years past held to 
be valid‘and binding and which are now re- 
garded as a part and parcel of our commer- 
cial and financial system. It cites the fact 
that these contracts for future delivery form 
a prominent feature of the industrial and 
business life of the civilized world, that all 
classes of manufacturers and merchants buy 
ahead and may purchase from the thousandth 
buyer as well as from the first. It notes that 
a gold coin loses nothing of its value though | 
it passes through a million hands and cancels 
a million debts on its travels. It makes the 
point that boards of trade are a-necessity of 
modern commerce, enabling the producer to 
find at any time a market for his surplus 


produce and at far better average prices than 


could otherwise be obtained;. that it is 
through the medium of these organizations 
the capital which the farmer has not is fur- 
nished for carrying the surpius during the 
long and weary time that must.-elapse after 
it leaves the possession of the producer 
till a part of it is constimed; and 
that if it were not for the helping hand of 
speculative and invested: capital the highways 
of commerce would be glutted at times with 
an unsalable plethora. The point is: made 
that speculation itself forms the basis of oper- 
ations on the commercial exchanges by mak- 


ing a market at all times for the property that 


is in transit between the producer and the con- 
sumer; that vast amounts of capital are in- 
vested in these operations, and that on them 
depend the buying and selling of the men 
-who take the actual material from the farmer, 
with the subsequent handling processes that 
employ a great many men; and that they fur- 
nish the feature of low rates of interest for 
carrying the property which would not be 
granted by fiscal institutions if they were not 
aware that the security could be realized upon 
at any moment during the business day. 

The protest calls attention to the fact that 
the Hatch or Washburn bill, if madea law, 
would interfere with the purchase from the 
farmer by limiting the ability of the first 
buyer to find a market in which to sell; and 
that both bills overshoot the mark in aim- 
ing a blow at gambling. It states that the bet- 
ting on prices which is done in the bucket- 
shops is aud has long been a fruitful source of 
agricultural depression, and that a rigorous 
bueket-shop law, if well enforced, might go 
far towards accomplishing the end that is 
sought. In fact, it suys thie evil is of sufficient 
importance to warrant the attention of Con- 
gress. “It has become a national curse.” 
But “speculation within bounds is as legiti- 
mate as manufacturing, merchandising, or 
banking, and serves a purpose equally use- 
ful.”’ 

The document places at $138,000,000 the cap- 
ital required to carry the surplus of wheat, 
corn, oats, hog product, and cotton supplied 
in speculative channels, and says that is 
rather an under than an over estimate. It is 
probable that some of the inembers of the 
committee will feel they have been made 
wiser men as a result of the investigation, 
whether or not they are candid enough to ad- 
mit the fact. 


A PLAN TO PERPETUATE COOLEYISM. 

At the meeting of the Drainage Board last 
week a new set of rules was submitted which 
will be acted on tomorrow. One of them 
reads as follows: 

Whenever questions of moment arise in regard 
to projects, plans, and operations in which a ma- 
jority of the Trustees may be in doubt or differ 
with the Chief Engineer, or which involve grave 
public questions, the issues shall be reduced to 
writing and referred to a board of consulting ex- 
perts, who shall be men of special experience and 
competence in the matters referred to them. Such 
board shall consist of not less than three nor 
more than five members, and shail be selected by 
Trustees in conference with the 
Chief Engineer, and the rate of compensation 
shall be determined in view of the issues pre- 
scribed te said board of consulting experts and 
the time required for their consideration. 

This shows that Mr. Cooley has his doubts 
whether he will be able to maintain his dic- 
tatorship. Recent events have made him un- 
certain of the loyalty of Messrs. Russell, Bol- 
denweck, and Eckhart. Therefore he is taking 
precautions to prevent interference with his 
schemes by a possible adverse majority of the 
board. 

Mr. Williams, the ‘Chief Engineer, is the 
mere creature of Mr. Cooley. He is a puppet 
who squeaks out whenever his creator wills he 
should. Hence when Mr. Cooley says in an 
interview— 

It 1s not the province of the Trustees to sit in 
judgment upon the decisions of the engineering 


department any more than they presume to re- 
view the opinions of the law devartment— 


what he means is that such plain, unletiered 
men as Wenter, Gilmore, Eckhart, etc,, should 
not presume to mt in judgment on Mr. Cool- 
ey’s decisions regarding engineering matters. 


They can attend to the finances and provide 


for the management of office affairs, but the 
location of routes and details of construction 
must be lefttohim. It is possible that some 
of Mr. Cooley’s colleagues may not relish his 
telling them that they are “‘ simply the trustees 


of the people, not the technical authority,” 


and that they are “‘ bound to act along the 
line which professional authority ’~—that is, 
Cooley—“ has laid out for them.” 

Suppose the majority of the board and 


Cooley, alias Williams, differ as to the proper 


ain if adbated, the siisoetay | instead of hav- 
ing its own way, is obliged to refer the ques- 
tion to arbitration. The Trustees and the 
Chief Engineer must meet and select “(in ¢on- 
ference”’ three or five arbiters. Each side, 
of course, Would be anxious to secure men 
of its way of thinking. The majority would 
produce one list of consulting experts and 
the Chief Engineer another. Neither would 
yield to the other, and there would be a dead- 
lock, Whenever the board interfered iin the 
least with the plans of the Chief Engineer he 
would say it wasa “ question of moment,” 
and demand a conference and the appoint- 
ment of a board of experts. The delays 
would be unending and intolerable, and the 
majority would probably have to cut the Gor- 
dian knot by bouncing the Chief Engineer. 

If these Trustees who have been notified 
that they are ignorant men, unfit to discharge 
the duties of their offices, proceed to | adopt 
this rule and tie their hands, it ‘will be taken 
as a confession on their part that they are un- 
fit for their places. If so, the best thing they 
can do is to resign. ‘Butif they were intelli- 
gent enough to pass on and upset alg Arting-

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COMMERCIAL ASPECTS OF THE NIoA- 
RAGUA CANAL. 

The importance of the Nicaragua. ‘Canal 

to the United States commends itself to Con- 


gress from two principal standpoints—viz. :— 


the commercial and the mternational) and 
political. In the Forwm for February, Mr. 
Warner Miller, President of the company, 
discusses the project from the first named 
point of view, showing the enormous devel- 
opment of American trade and the rapid’ in- 
crease of population on the Pacific coast that 
will result from the canal. He ealls attention 
to the fundamental facts that the transconti- 
nental roads climbtwo mountain ranges' at ele- 
vations of from 8,000 to 12,000 feet and | hence 
do not transport agricultural products or raw 
material across the whole country, but only 
manufactured and high-priced commodifies, 
and that of the 65,000,000 of population in 
the United States less than 2,500,000 are on 
the Pacific’slope. The remedy for this is in 
the construction of the Nicaragua Oanal. 
It will bring San Francisco nearer to Liver- 
pool than Calcutta is, The wheat growing 
area of the Pacific always would compcte 
with India in the European markets, The 
Pacific slope contains a million square miles, 
capable ofa high state of cultivation and 
possessing resources for the support of an 
immense population, but the population 
does not increase rapidly. Itis attracted to 
thé Northwest and the Mississippi Valley be- 
cause of the cheap water transportation for its 
products. But 

build the Nicaragua Canal and our Pacific coast 
is brought 10,000 miles nearer to New York; then 
the commerce between the Atlantic and our Pa- 
cific coast will become profitable and rapidly 
grow, the agricultural products and raw mate- 
rials of the Pacific coast can be sent to good mar- 
kets, population on the Pacific coast will double 
in five [ten?] and quadruple in ten [twenty?] 
years, and with increased population will come 
activity in every department of manufacture and 
trade. Then the dreams ofthe early Californians 
will be realized and the Pacific coast will be the 
seat of a numerous and prosperous peuple. In 
this prosperity the Gulf and Atlantic States will 
participate. 

Mr. Miller strengthens his argument by fig- 
ures and statistics showing what the Erie Ca- 
nal has done for the Central West and the 
Sault Ste. Marie Canat for the Northwest 1n cre- 
ating commerce and developing population. 
He argves that the Gulf States will be equally 
benefited with those on the Pacific, which per- 
haps is an exaggerated statement, though they 
would derive considerable advantage. |The 
Mississippi Valley} would be benefited, as the 
canal would give an additional mouth to the 
Mississippi River, opening through the canal 
into the Pacific. The Atlantic States) would 
reap great advantage, not only because it 
would shorten the distance between the ports 
on the Atlantic and the Pacific 10,000 miles, 
but also because it would bring the Pacific 
coast of North and South America nearly 3,000 
miles nearer our Atlantic coast than it would 
to Europe. The following figures are elo- 
quently significant: 

New York and Liverpool by ‘The Horn” are 
equally distant from San Francisco—viz.: 15,600 
miles, and the sameistrue of all other ports on 
the Pacific coast. By the canal New York will be 
distant from San Francis¢co 4,900 miles, whilst 
Laverpool will be distant from San Francisco 
7,600 miles, or a difference in favor of Naw York 
over Liverpool of 2,700 miles; and this difference 
in favor of New York over Liverpool holds good 
as to all the ports on the Pacific coast of both 
North and South America, 

At the present time there are more than 70,000.- 
000 of people in and aneund the Pacific Ocean 
who will be brought nearer to New York by dis- 
tances varyingfrom 3,000 to 10,000 miles than they 
now are. This takes no account of the vast popu- 
lation of China and India. A reference to the 
map will show that the east coast of China is 
nearer New York by Nicaragua than to Liverpool 
by the Suez. Shanghai is 300 miles nearer New 
York by the Nicaragua route than to Liverpool 
by Suez. The distance from New York to Yuko- 
hama is shortened 6,000 miles by the canal,| This 
brings New York 2,000 miles nearer Yokohama 
than Liverpool is by the Suez, thus giving to New 
York an ‘advantage over Liverpool in competing 
for the trade of Japan. This advantage, which is 
the cost of transportation for a distance of 2,000 
miles, should enable New York to monupolize the 
trade of Japan. The same is true of Corea, which 
has within the last few years been opened to the 
commerce of the world by the diplomacy of the 
United States. Melbourne in Australia, and 
Auckland, New Zealand, are brought 4,000 miles 
nearer New York by the canal than by ** The 
Horn.”’ 


Summing up his statement Mr. Miller esti- 
mates that the foreign commerce of the coun- 
tries bordering on the Pacific, which would be 
attracted to the canal, amounts to more than 
$1,200,000,000 per annum and toa tonnage of 
over 9,000,000 tons. Dividing this total by 
two and the canal would still pay liberally upon 
the maximum estimated cost of $100,000;000, 

This is the substance of, Mr. Miller’s com- 
mercial statement, but he has omitted one 
important aspect from this point of view— 
viz.: That this very increase of Pacific State 
population will make up in travel and valu- 
able goods traffic far more than any loss of 
heavy freight the roads now carry at high 
charges. The overland roads will have to 
convey passengers considerably cheaper than 
they now do, but they will have several times 
as many to carry. California, Oregon; and 
Washington have only two millions of people, 
but the canal would increase that number to 
ten millions speedily. The situation turns on 
the cost of transportation. It costs so much 
now to market their surplus products that the 
industrial classes are kept constantly poor. 
The Central and Union Pacific lines have 
overcharged the Pacific States and Territories 
not less than $200,000,000 since they were built 
by government credit, and a few grabbers 
like Stanford, Crocker, Huntington, Hopkins, 
and others of the Union Pacific clique have 
put the plunder in their pockets. Had reason- 
able charges been made for freight and pass- 
engers on these roads the population of the 
Pacific States now would be six instead of 
two millions, andthe Territories beyond the 
100th longitude would have three or four 
times their present numbers. 

Thus the doctrine of charging “ all the 
traffic wil! bear ’ is a mistake even from the 
selfish point of view. This is illustrated by 
the obvious fact that the New York and East- 
ern trunk lines make more money by far than 
they would have done if the Erie Canal never 
had been dug and the great lakes were not 
navigated, though they foolishly regard them 
as dangerous rivals and would crush them out 
if they could. But for the water courses these 
roads would be fleecing a sparse population as

and the essential of dense population, and this 
would be the result of the construction of the 
canal, not alone forthe Pacific slope, but for 
the people and products of the whole Missis- 
sippi Valley in the traffic with that section and 
the intervening territories. In this: cheap 
transportation Chicago would be benefited 
about as much as New York. From this gen- 
eral standpoint the canal appeals to Congress 
and the necessity of government assistance is 
einphasized. It appeals with equal force from

BLAND’S CHEAP DOLLARS. 

It'is hardly to be wbndered that the Com- 
mittee on Coinage, Weights, and Measures 
should report to the House the Bland bill, 
seeing the committee was notoriously packed 
by Speaker Crisp with reference to just such 
action. Mills had declared himself in his 
speech at Mansfield and other points in Ohio 
to be against, free coinage, because it was bad 
politics and would prove a disappointment te 
those who expected it to relieve the farmers 
and planters. Naturally Mr. Crisp would not 
look with a kindly eye upon the theories ‘of 
his late antagonist in the contest for the 
Speakership, and was even willing to place on 
the committee four of the men who had voted 
against himself when they showed themselves 
ready to carry out this part of his plan. 

Ihe attempt to mix up and compound by a 
mere juggle of words the difference between 
the commercial values of the dollar contain- 
ing 25.8 grains of standard gold and that with 
4124¢ grains of standard silver Ought not to 
deceive the public. The act of calling both of 
them ** coin ’’ does not make them equal - in 
fact. The gold dollar is today worth fully 40 
per cent more than the silver dollar, and 
everybody knows it, not excepting Bland and 
his associates. The great difference between 
them cannot be concealed by any trick, de- 
vice of phraseology, or sophistical argu- 
ment, 

The point on which the bill will instantly 
fail, if enacted, is that the holders of gold 
bullion will not take asingle ounce of it to the 
mint, there to be converted into coin to pass 
current with silver coin that is worth little 
more than two-thirds as much. . Neither will 
the holders of gold money tender to a creditor 
any gold *‘coin”’ at parity with (depreciated ) 
silver in payment of any debt or obligation, 
except on special gold cont i No gold 
money will be offered to pay debts unless the 
creditor agrees to allow the 40 to 50 per cent 
of premium, as it may vary and vibrate from 
day today. No gold money will be paid to 
the government on customs or internal reve- 
nue or for any other purpose—nothing but 65 
or 70 cent silver “‘coins,’”’ or notes redeem- 
able in silver. All the gold money will be in 
part hoarded away, awaiting a return to the 


Pgold standard of dollar values, and partly 


sold abroad, payment being taken in foreign 
goods, silver bullion, or hotel accommoda- 
tions and other traveling expenses of tens of 
thousands of Americans wandering aout in 
Europée. All Americans going to Europe will 
have to purchase gold at 40 to 50 per cent 
preinium with their (silver) “‘ coin ’’ notes. 

Probably the advocates of the bill have 
never stopped to think of the disastrous con- 
sequences that must ensue in the foreign mar- 
ket for our securities, The European holders 
of our stocks and bonds will rush them in 
upon us in vast quantity when they see what 
is going to happen, and will order them to be 
sold for gold, the coin to be shipped to them 
on the other side of the Atlantic. They will 
not be satisfied to take the “coin ’’ that Bland 
and his associates are trying to push down the 
throats of the American people. These offer- 
ings will depreciate all our securities very 
heavily, creating asevere panic in financial 
circles, and demoralizing the market for loans 
and other credits. The depression of Novem- 
ber, 1890, caused by the Barings’ suspension, 
and the subsequent unloading of our securi- 
ties by the Bank of England and other houses, 
with the resulting shipment of $70,000,000 of 
gold to Europe, were but a small series of cir- 
cumstances in comparison with what would 
follow the passage of the Bland bill. He and 
his associates well know that if their attempt 
to Mexicanize our currency should become a 
law all this would result, but apparently they 
do not care a straw for the consequences of 
the mad act to which they have committed 
themselves. 

There is free coinage in Mexico, and Bland’s 
bill seems to havé been closely copied from 
the coin system of that country. So it is 
pertinent to ask of how much benefit free, 
cheap silver has been to the Mexicans, Has it 
made them rich and prosperous? An ounce 
of gold is coined there to equa! 15'¢ ounces 
of silver dollars, being nade into $2.50, $5, 
$10, or $20 gold pieces, but who sees that gold 
money in current circulation in Mexico? 
Nobody. Silver as well as gold is full legal 
tender in that country, but no one ever 
tenders gold to pay any debt, public or pri- 
vate. The gold is employed in foreign com- 
merce only. Mexico is nominally a bimetal- 
lic country, but in point of fact is mono- 
metallic, asilver 70 cent dollar nation, and 
Bland & Co. are striving to degrade the United 
States to the same position. Surelyit is not 
worth our while to sink into that slough for 
the purpose of gratifying the wishes of a few 
silver mine owners and helping a larger num- 
ber of dishonest debtors to evade payment of 
one-third of what they owe. 


KEEP UP THE WAR ON LOTTERIES. 

The Supreme Court has sustained the law 
forbidding the use of the mails for lottery 
purposes, and John Morris, who runs the 
business, has announced that in consequence 
of that decision he and his associates would 
be unwilling to accept a charter even though 
given without the payment of a doilar of li- 
cepse tax. 

Yet the anti-lottery men of Louisiana are 
afraid that Mr. Morris is “ ’possuming,’’ and 
that when the election comes off month after 
next his supporters will turn out in foree and 
try to carry the day. They are not convinced 
that Morris believes it would be impossi- 
ble for him to carry on business with the 
mails closed to him, for they know that he 
has continued to sell tickets all over the coun- 
try and that the express companies have done 
the work which the postoffice used to. The 
lottery busmmess is believed to have been a 
very profitable one ever since the United 
States law was enforced, and there is no rea- 
son to believe that it would not keep on being 
so provided the charter were renewed. 

Therefore if it should turn out that the lot- 
tery people have not given up the fight, and 
if they should win at the April election, 1t will 
be necessary for Congress to pass additional 
and more stringent legislation to wipe out this 
infamous business. That can best be done by 
the exercise of the taxing,powers of the gov- 
ernment. The precedents for’ such a course 
are given by Mr. Horace White in an article 
in the Forum. 

Mr. White sets out by raising twoquestions: 
Whether Congress has the power to tax lot- 
teries and lotiery dealers; and, if so, whether 
it can impose a tax admittedly levied not for 
revenue but.to destroy the business which is 
to betaxed. The answer to the first is that by 
the Internal Revenue act of 1864 lottery ticket 
dealers were required to take out $100 licenses. 
The same act also required lotteries to pay a 
tax of 5 per cent on their grossreceipts. Each 


‘ticket had to be legibly stamped at the time 


| of sale under a penalty of $50. Whoever weld 


a ticket without having a licensé incurred 4 
penalty of $500 for every offense, and the per- 
son to whom it was sold could recover at any 
time within three years twice what he paid 
for it. 

The act of 1865 imposed a penalty of $1,000 
on ail unlicensed sellers of tickets, and the 
managers of lotteries were required to keep 
books showing their business, to be open at 
all times to official inspection. The following 
year these managers were required to give 
bonds to secure the payment of the tax on 
their gross receipts. An internal revenue fe- 
port for 1868 shows that the total amount of 
collections from that tax during the four years 


it lasted was $246,900, while the license fees ) 
came to $245,600. It is evident that Congress 


has the power to tax lotteries for revenue pur- 
poses. 

The next question is, Has it the power to tax 
in order to destroy? Prior to 1886 the dairy- 
men made bitter complaints that their busi- 
ness was interfered with seriously by the man- 
ufacture of oloomargarine, and they appealed 
to Congress to put a duty on that product so 
heavy as to stop its manufacture. Had the 
bill been passed.as introduced it would have 
accomplished the purpose. The duty was 
lowered by amendment to 2 cents a pound 
and the industry enabled to live, But those 
who voted for the law did so not to secure 
revenue for an overflowing Treasury. but in 
the hope that it would stop the manufacture of 
oleomargarine. They meant to destroy the 
industry under tne pretense of taxing it, 
although the business against which they leg- 
islated was not an immoral one and its 
product was not injurious to public health. 

On a muchearlier oceasion the power of tax- 
ation was used, not to raise revenue but to 
destroy. The Internal Revenue act of 1865 
provided that every national or State bank or 
State banking association should pay a tax of 
10 per cent on the amount of notes of any 
State bank or banking association paid out by 
them after July 1, 1866. In proposing this 
provision of the law the Hon. James F. Wilson 
of Iowa said that his purpose was to drive out 
the State bank notes. Those who voted for it 
in the House and Senate did so because they in- 
dorsed Mr. Wilson’s ideas, The tax did its 
work, and the State bank notes—which were 
not immoral—were taxed out of existence be- 
cause their circulation would have interfered 
with the policy of the government. By a sub- 
sequent law a 10 per cent tax was levied on 
the notes or scrip of cities and towns where 
used as a circulating medium. 

This act ingposing a tax on the notes of 
State banks came before the Supreme Court, 
which held it to be constitutional. Chief Jus- 
tice Chase, who delivered the opinion, said: 

It is insisted, however, that the tax in the case 
before usa is excessive, and so excessive as to indi- 
cate a purpose on the part of Congress to destroy 
the franchise of the bank, and is therefore beyond 
the constitutional power of Congress, 

The answer to this is that the judicial cannot 
prescribe tao the legislative department of the 
government limitations upon the exercise of its 
acknowledged powers. The power to tax may 
be exercised oppressively upon persons, but the 
responsibility of the Legislature is not to the 
courts but to the, people by whom its members 
are elected. Soif a particular tax beats heavily 
upon a corporation, or a class of corporations, it 
cannot. for that reason only, be pronounced con- 
trary to the Constitution. 

The law taxing scrip was also affirmed by 
the court. The above citat:ons settle the sec- 
ond question. Congress can tax lotteries so 
heavily as to destroy them, and it “is respon- 
sible, not to the courts but to the people.”’ 
The-Congressmen have no cause to fear their 
verdict. Therefore if it Secomes apparent 
that the Louisiana Lottery does not mean to 
give up the ghost it should be taxed out of 


‘existence, and as a precautionary measure a 


law for that purpose should be passed at once.

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Tue Pittsburg Dispatch, an independent 
paper, is heartilwin favorof doing away with 
the present mode of choosing the President. 
It says: 

Why not recognize existing facts and do away 
with the electoral machinery that gives a voter 
in Idaho or Rhode Island six times the power of 
a voter in New York or Pennsylvania in choosing 
a President? The entire logic of our political 
system points to the election of President by di- 
rect vote of the people. When the Electoral Col- 
lege has utterly failed to do the work for which 
it was constituted it is high time to abolish it. 


Nor is it satisfied with a compromise plan 
which has been suggested by a Pennsylvania 
Congressman, which is that the Electoral Col- 
lege be made up of one Elector from each 
Congressional district, chosen by its voters; 
two representing the State at large, voted for 
by all its citizens; and one Elector for each 
State and Territory, including the District of 
Columbia, to be elected on a general ticket 
voted for by the voters of the Nation. The 
Dispatch fears that the men chosen from Con- 
gressional districts would be evidences of ger- 
rymandering skill rather than the representa- 
tives of popular preferences. Having seen 
what the Democrats have done in Michigan 
and beimg familiar with their Ohio and Wis- 
consin gerrymanders it is not willing to trust 
them. 

In view of these demands for a change, 
heard in all parts of the country, it is the duty 
of Congress to submit to the States an amend- 
ment for the election of the President by the 
popular vote, and let them vote it up or down 
as they see fit.

LABOR TROUBLE IN ROME. 


Idle Workingmen Demand Bread and Work 
~—Government in Great Anxiety. 

Rome, Feb. 15.—The unemployed working- 
men of this city and vicinity threaten to give 
much trouble to the authorities, and it is 
feared that the riotous tendency will 
require strong measures for  repres- 
sion. They have threatened to wait 
aid from the government no longer, and de- 
mand that they be furnished work and other 
relief. Today the situation became so critical 
that the troops were confined to their bar- 
racks so as to be in readiness for any duty 
they might be called upon to perform. 

There is no doubt that the uneasy feeling 
among the working classes, particularly. those 
who have no employment at present, is due ¢n 
a great measure to the tral of Cipriani and 
the other men who are charged with rioting 
last May day. The trial, which has been go- 
ing on for some days, has been mapbed by 
by several violent outbreaks, on one occasion 
the diserder necessitating the suspension of 
the sitting of the court. This, together 
with the reports published of the ac- 
tion of the workmen in other coun- 
tries in connection with the Anarchist 
movement, has a tendency to make the unem- 


ployed workingmen restless and to transform - 


them into’ a dangerous element. Fearing 
that the trial of Capriani ‘and the other May 
day rioters might so incense the work- 
ingi~men as to provoke disturbances the 
government has given orders that the pro- 
ceedings against the prisorers be suspended 
foratime. Should any outbreak occur the 
government is prepared to take severe meas- 


ures to repress it. 

Report of Crispi’s Coming, Resignation. 

Rome, Feb. 15.—The Opinione says that ex- 
Premier Crispi has decided to retire from 
political life, believing that his presence in 
the Chamber of Deputies 1s an obstacle to the 
formation of a strong opposition, the leader- 
ship of which he resigns to Sig. Zardanelli. 
He hopes, however, that his friends will not 
forget him when the proper time comes. 


FIGHTING AT CHIHUAHUA, 


Government Troops Suffer Heavy Loss— P 


Priests Foment the Trouble, as Usual. 

Mexico, Feb. 15.—The country about Chi- 
huahua is in a troubled condition. People 
have flocked to Temochi by hundreds, and 
urged on by the priests have declared 
themselves against the government, and 
soldiers were sent over. from Guerrero 
to capture the leaders and disarm _ the 
people. The first detachment of troops 
entered Temochi withdpt resistance,.but soon 
fell under the influence of the priests and 
jvined the revolutionary forces. A second de- 
tachment was sent and, upon arriving at the 
town, were met by the revolutionists and a 
bloody battle was fought in which twenty 
reguiars and nine rebels were killed and 
wounded on either side. The troops succeed- 
ed in capturing the town, but the rebels es- 
ecaped to Sonora; robbing and plundering 
along the route. Following closely —_ 
this another battle was fought at 
Almas in which the-revolutionists came out 
victorious and without the loss of a man. 
Eight Federal soldiers and their commandant 
were killed, and arms and ammunition cap- 
tured and distributed among the revolution- 
iste, who, up to the time of the Erperrare 
of the miner mentioned above, still held pos- 
session of the town. The news of this victory 
spread rapidly and encouraged others to join 
the revolution. From every pass in the 
mountains swarmed men eager to 
join the movement, until the Federal soldiers 
surrounded the town and permitted no one to 
enter. A few days later the Federals and revo- 
lutionists had a skirmish at Yeckery, in which 
three of the latter were killed andg: number 
captured. 

The loss to the government troops is not 
known, but it is thought to be larger than that 
sustained by the. rebels, who were fortified 
in adobe —— and had advantage of 
position. People are gathering in all 
the little towns and giving the 
government a great deal of trouble in dis- 

rsing them. Hundreds congregated at 
Re oria before the federal troops arrived, but 
being poorly armed made no resistance and 
were held prisoners for two days in the plaza, 
and then released and ordered to return to 


their homes.

Ciry or Mexico, Feb. 15.—A story from 
Monterey begins by declaring that Mexico is 
apparently oo the verge of a civil , war. 
Though, says the correspondent, Garza's re- 
bellion was but a fiasco, the powers that in- 
spired him to act_are still as eager in their 
intent as ever. Every effort will be made to 
induce Gen. Trevino, Gen, Gonzales, or Gaza 
Galan to appear as candidates against Diaz 
During the Diaz revolt against Juarez, which 
placed Diaz on what is now the throne, Gon- 
gales and Trevino were the chief officers of 
his household. The two arran between 
themselves that they should hol the Presi- 
dency alternately. Diaz took the first term. 
Then Gonzales had four years; but when 
Trevino’s time came Diaz again assumed the 
reins,,and has ever since held them. Gon- 
gales was sent to Spain on @ good salary, but 
he became dissatisfied and expects to spend 
the remainder of his days in Mexico.

Lonpon, Feb. 15.—Lord George Hamilton, 

First Lord of thé Admiralty, responding to a 


’ question, denied that the British Government 


had been involved in ahy constitutional ques- 
tion by the conveyance!in her Majesty’s ship 
Espiegle from the port;of Coronel, Chile, to 
‘Montevideo, of 333 bars of silver, valued at 
£145,000, for the then President, Balmaceda. 
The question of the legal title of the then 
existing Chilean Government was universally 
recognized, and the shipment of the bullion 
was regular. Lord Geprge Hamilton added, 
however, that a change in the naval regula- 
tions by which the Captain of the Espiegle 
was allowed to convey the silver in question 
was under consideration. 

This silver, after reaching Montevideo on 
the Espiegle, was transferred to a mail 
steamer and taken to Southampton. It was 
consigned.to the head office in London of the 
London and River Piate Bank. In the 
meantime the Balma¢teda Government was 
overthrown and .an injunction was  ob- 
tained in the Chancery Court by rep- 
resentatives of the Congressional Govern- 
ment restrainmg the London and River 
Plate Bank from indorsing or handing over 
the documents relating to the bullion, and 
compelling its deposit in the Bank of England 
until the rightful ownership was passed upon 
by the courts. |

An Old Arctie Sailor Dead, 

Capt. John Greene, the last survivor of the 
Capt. Parry expedition to the North. Pole in 
1820, died at Orford, Suffolk, today at the age 
of 94. He was an ablé seaman on board the 
Hecla, and retained to the end of his life a 
vivid recollection of the leading incidents of 
the expedition. 

[This expedition of Capt. Parry set sail May 11, 
1819, with two vessels, the Heclaand the Griper. 
They fell in with ice June 18 and were firmly be- 
leaguered by the 25th, but getting free again, a 
rapid run was made as far asthe mouth of Bar- 
row Strait, and when the mouth of Prince Regont 
inlet was passed a point had been reached 
farther north than was ever 
ore attained. As the magnetic le was 
approached. compasses became of little use. 
Sept. 4 the 110th meridian was passed, and Parry 
had the pleasure of Announcing to his crew_that 
they were entitled to the reward of £5,000 offered 
by Parliament for this achievement. Sept. 20 
they were imbedded in ice and further progress 
was stopped. Not until Aug. 2 of the following 
year did the ice bréak up, and only after great 
difficulty did they finally get free from the floes. 
All of the party reached home in a healthy condi- 
tion. Great interest was aroused at the results 
of such a successful voyage. ]

The pastoral is already the subject of many 
comments, and people are very anxiously 
awaiting the interpretation that will be given 
to the text of the enactments by the clergy.

WILL CRIPPLE CANADA'S TRADE, 


Effect of the Agitation Against the Impor- 
tation of Cattle Into England. 
MontTrear, Que., Feb. 15.—[Special. ]—The 


farmers and live stock exporters of Canada 


view with alarm the recent agitation in En- 
gland against the importation of American 
cattle, especially since some hitherto warm 
friends and advocates of Canadian affairs have 
joined forces with Mr. Plemcoll and his fol- 
lowers. Supposing England: put Canadian 
cattle under the same restrictions as Ameri- 
can cattle are subject to on arrival at British 
ports and prevented their getting into the in- 
terior of the country, it would be most disas- 
trous for the Canadian farmer. About 300,000 
head of cattle are raised annually in Canada 
forexport and homme consumption. The farmers 
claim that to refuse the cattle a free market 
would make a difference of a cent a pound to 
them. Averaging the weight of the animals at 
1,100 pounds each that would mean an annual 
loss of $300,000. Supposing the Imperial 
Government insisted on having the cattle 
shipped from this side as dressed beef, that 
would make a difference of half a cent more. 
Under these circu’nstances the farmers say 
they could never compete with the Ameri- 
cans, who can raise their cattle so much 
cheaper and can command better freights. 
The matter is a very serious one to Canada, 
but the agitation at present going on in Eng- 
land against the trade is materially expected 
to die out as it has done in times past. 


COMMERCIAL CONFERENCES ENDED. 


The Canadian Commissioners Were Unable 
to Give Any Assurances, 
Montrgat, Que., Feb. 15.—[Special. ]—The 
Globe publishes this morning a special dis- 
patch from Washington in which it is stated 
emphatically that the Canadian Ministers and 


the British Ambassador have been asked by 


Secretary Blaine whether they have authority 
to negotiate a treaty permitting discrimina- 
tion against British goods; that they have 
answered in the negative, and that this an- 
swer has , virtually brought the negotiauons 
for reciprocity to an end, 

A special to the Star says: “™ Efforts have 
been made to secure reciprocal advantages in 
regard to towing and wrecking, to settle the 
Alaska boundary now in dispute between the 
two countries, and to put a stop to the friction 


now existing relating to the alleged discrimi- 


nation against American vessels and the use of 
the Canadian canals. The matter of the 
boundary may have to be settled by treaty, 
but it is beheved the other questions can be 
mutually arranged without the necessity of a 
formal treaty, that while there will be no 
reciprocity treaty or arrangement concluded 
the other subjects in dispute will be 
arranged to the satisfaction - of both 
parties, which will be the net results of the 
work of the Commissioners. The press here 
have not yet commented on the failure of 
these arrangements, but it is well known that 
the Conservatives were sincere in their efforts 
to come to an agreement with the Washington 
authorities. The result is just what they 
wanted. . 
Wasuinaton, D. C., Feb. 15.—[Special. ]— 
The Canadian reciprocity farce is at an end, 
The negotiations were concluded today when 
Secretary Blaine told the Dominion Commis- 
sioners that until they could make a definite 
roposition for concessions to the United 
tates which .would not be dependent on 
granting similar concessions to Great Britain 
this country had no reply or counter proposi- 
tion to made. Sir Julian Pauncefote was 
present, and it was arranged that if any such 
permission were secured through the British 
Foreign Office he should notify the State 
Department. Any further communications 
the Canadians have to make will also have 
to come through the British Minister. The 
end of the conferences causes little comment, 
because it was known in advance that noth- 
ing would come from them. It is considered 
doubtful whether the Tory Governnient has 
helped itself by sendmg Commissioners teh 
Washington. All they can take back home is 
the promise that the United States is not un- 
friendly to reciprocity. They probably won’t 
admit to their own people that absolutely 
nothing has been done towards securing con- 
cessions for the Canadians in the markets of 
the United States. ae 
The proposition of the Canadians, so it is 
understood, was that a treaty will be conclud- 
ed con this basis: First, a renewal of the reci- 
procity treaty of 1854, with the modifications 
required by the altered circumstances of both 
countries: second, a reconsideration of the 
treaty of 1838 with respect to the Atlantic fish- 
eries, with the aim.of securing the free admis- 
sion into the United States markets of Cana- 
dian fishery products in return for facilities 
to be granted United States fishermen to 
buy bait and supplies and, to  trans- 
ship their cargoes in Canada, _ all 
such privileges to be mutual; third, the pro- 
tection of mackerel and other fisheries on the 
Atlantic Ocean and in the inland waters also; 
fourth; the relaxation of the seaboard coasting 
laws of the two countries; fifth, of the 
coasting laws and inland waters dividing Can- 
ada from the United States; sixth, mutual 
salvage and saving of wrecked vessels; sev- 
enth, arrangements for settling the boundaries 
between Canada and Aiaska. 
It is probsble that the minutes of the con- 
ference will be made public by the Canadian 
Commissioners when they reach Canada.

We trust that mutual interests will bind us to- 
gether by stronger ties of friendship than we now 
ender t is the duty of the government to give 
ample protection to the lives and property of its 
citizens. The army and navy of nations have 
been for all times their pillars of strength, and 
they have in the main sustained the best govern- 
ments on earth and aided the light of civilization 
to extend its influence throughout the world. 

The speaker referred in glowing terms to 
the achevements of the United States navy 
and expressed satisfaction over the fact that 
the steam barges of the at lakes can be 
converted into armored ships. Hesaid: 

A nation can never be entirely great without 
commerce, and I hope some day to see 
mercial ships which cam be immediately con- 
verted, if neocessary, into ships-of-war, built by 
American skill, manned by American seamen, 
bearing the starry banner of the republic to every 
quarter of the globe, educating Amtrican segmen | 
and giving additional employment to puadeene 
of thousands of our brave men, at the same time 
contributing to our prosperity and the security of 
the nation. 

Gen. Miles expressed his belief that the Na- 
tion stood in no danger of foreign invasion, 
and added that in any just cause it would be 
possible to raise a million men in thirty days, 
and to arm with the present rifle 400,000 men 
in ten days. He called attention, however, to 
the possibility of a blockade of our seaports 
and the destruction of our foreign commerce, 
In conclusion he said:

BLIZZARD SWEEPS OVER QUEBEC. 


Trains Are Delayed, and There Is Much 
Suffering in Consequence.

He was 
elected a member of the General Assembly in 
1852, was a roommate of Judge Blodgett, sup- 
ported Stephen A. Douglas for Senator, and 
voted for John A. Logan's black law. The 
session lasted six weeks and the members re- 
ceived $2.50 aday. The Major since then has 
served as Justice of the Peace for over twen- 
ty-five years and as Supervisor many times, 
He lost a fortune through being security on 
bad notes. He was one of the most upright 
and most generous of men and was idolized 
by the poorer people of the city. | His death 
was due to pneumonia. The funeral will be 
held from the residence at 9 o’clock Wednes- 
day morning.

Mrs. Wright said her husband 
had used cruel punishment on the children 
fifteen years ago, and that he had not always 
treated her right. Other witnesses agreed 
Wright }-d lost money at the races by playing 
tips sup; +d to come from spiritual séances. 

Wrigh. uenied all these stories and dis- 
claimed any belief in Spiritualism. He said 
his wife wanted to get him out of the way so 
that she could get‘a pension of $80 a month. 
Mr. Wright was brought up in Troy, N. Y., 
and was ordained an Episcopal clergyman 
twenty-five years ago. He entered the 
army as ai private and was imustered 
out as ai Sergeant. Then he  be- 
came a Congregational preacher at 
Northfield, Long Island. ‘* The trouble began 
before the war,’’ he said yesterday. ‘* There 
was astrong secesh element in the church 
and a strong minority opposed me. After 
twice trying to discharge me they burned the 
church and charged my wife and me with the 
crime. After a trial I was acquitted.”’

NINETY-SIX CASES OF TYPHUS-FEVER. 


That Is the Number Reported from the Mas- 
silia’s Immigrapts. 

New York, Feb. 15.—| Special. |—Of ‘the 714 
immigrants who reached New York Jan. 30 in 
the steerage of the Massilia ninety-six are now 
reported ill of typhus-fever in some of its 
stages, two are at the point of death, 175 are 
prisoners in pesthouses and extemporized 
quarantines, and perhaps 100 others in twenty 
different places are under the hourly surveil- 
lance of health authorities. Twenty of the 
ninety-six reported cases among the passen- 
gers came to light today. Of these ten were 
in New York. With thecases which have been 
reported from other cities the total of typhus 
victims among the Maassilia’s passengers are 
these: New York, 84; Chicago, 7; Trenton, 
2; Providence, 1; Newburg, 1; Oakdale, Mass., 
1; total, 96. |

It does not follow that the price of silver fixed 
by the ratio in this bill can maintained, even 
if our government is willing to receive the pay- 
ment of its dues in silver coin and pay its debts 
in gold. The exchange value of silver will be 
dependent, not alone on the willingness of the 
government to keep up exchange, but on its ability 
to do so. Even speculation on the ultimate failure 
of our Treasury to maintain its policy might well 
suffice to drive gold to a premium, precipitate a 
scrgmble for the gold in the Treasury, and sus- 
peas gold payments by the government regard- 

ess of the will of the Secretary of the Treasury. 

The minority submit that the ‘only possible re- 
sult of the legislation proposed in this bill is the 
prompt suspension of gold payments by this gov- 
ernment and the immediate adoption of the 
cheaper money of the silver standard. 


History of the Monetary Changes Kecited. 


A history of monetary changes in the past 
is then recited; the consent of nations is held 
necessary to make and unmake money and 
an international agreement is urged as neces- 
sary. The statement is made that the present 
bill cannot raise the price of silver to ratio 
value and that it will bring silver from for- 
eign countries, and, apropos; the world’s 
stock of silver is set forth in figures, the total 
being $1,398,000. It is held that silver coinage 
from abroad would destroy the gold standard 
and savings bank depositors, artisans, an 
pensioners, it 1s claimed, would suffer, Sum- 
marizing finally the minority urge: 

Noteven the advocates of free-silver coinage 
deny that this law is an experiment, new in the 
history of mankind and upon conditions 
which have never existed. For such an experi- 
ment as is pro nothing can be a justifica- 
tion which has notinit a certainty of a great 
reward to the people which undertakes the task. 
That reward is not in sight of any one save the 
owners of mines who desire to receive at the 
hands of the law $1.29% an ounce for a commodi- 
ty which is sold in eager competition for two- 
thirds of that sum, though diligently produced at 
an average cost of 51 cents an ounce. 

When we attempt to raise the price of the 
annnal product of our mines more than 40 per 
cent we undertake to lift a net value of $3,400,000 
worth of foreign silver, in the value of which we 
have not the htest interest. The codperation 
of the foreign owners of the siiver is not asked 
and the risk of this experiment, six-sevenths of 
which is for the benetit of foreign countries, is to 
be thrown upon the shoulders of this republic. 
The volume of currency will not be increased, but 
diminished. The bill itself will drive our gold into 
the coffers of speculation, invite foreign holders of 
our securities to sell at any price to eacape loss 
by Te and our whole monetary system 
will thus be disrupted. No possible gain to our 
people can be demonstrated. The minority of the 
committee therefore, in pursuance of these views, 
recommend that for the bill reported by the com- 
mittee the following be stbstituted.

BANKER COOK’S FIGHT FOR FREEDOM. 


He Is Taken to Milwaukee on a Writ of 
Habeas Corpus. 

Mitwavuxez, Wis., Feb. 15.—[Special.]— 
Judge Jenkins in the United States Court to- 
morrow will listen to arguments on a wnt of 
habeas corpus to secure the release of Charles 
E. Cook, the Chicago banker, charged with 
wrecking the banks-of Juneau and Hartford 
and defrauding the creditors out of $60,000, 
Cook was brought here this afternoon from 
Juneau by Sheriff Hart of Dodge County and 
one of his deputies and lodged in jail. In his 
petition for a writ of habeas corpus Cook re- 
cites the fact of his arrest in Chicago 
last summer and sets forth that after 
extradition papers had been. issued 
he made application to Judge Gresham in the 
United States Court at Chicago for a writ of 
habeas corpus, which was issued. Before it 
could be served he was seized, thrust into a 
closed carriage, and hurried through alleys 
and obscure streets and across the cuvuntry to 
Evanston, where he was placed upon a train 
and taken to Juneau, where he has since been 


held under heavy bail. 

The petition sets i the claim that his im- 
prisonment is illegal and ‘in violation: of the 
Constitution and laws of the United States for 
five reasons: First, because he is not legally 
charged with a crime in the State of Wiscon- 
sin ; ond, because he was not in the State 
of Wisconsin at the time of the commission of 
the alleged offenses, or at any subsequent 
date until taken into the State forcibly, and 
was not a fugitive from justice as claimed; 
third, because the p ings in Wisconsin, 
prior to the deroand on the Governor of Illi- 
nois for extradition papers, were not sufficient, 
under the laws of the State; fourth, because 
the p ings were insufficient, under the 
laws of Illinois, to justify the issuance of the 
warrant for his arrest; fifth, because the pro- 
ceedings were not in good faith, but to extort 
money ltemands against him, and that to that 
end the charges were falsely made against 
him. Because of these things his imprison- 
ment .is illegal, he claims, and he asks to be 
discharged.

Passports for the Representatives of the 
Minnesota Commission. 

Wasnincton, D. C., Feb. 15.—[Special.]— 
Col. Charles McC, Reeve of St. Paul, one of 
the Commissioners appointed by Gov.

The corn was contributed en- 
tirely in Nebraska, and transported free of 
charge to Akron, O., where it is now in process 
of being converted into me The sacks 
which will contain the meal will have a card, 
printed in Russian, giving full directions for 
cooking the Indian meal. Missouri will 
sail the 12th of March. Mr. Edgar and myself 
will start a few days sooner, 80 that we may 
reach St. Petersburg in advance of the cargo 
and make proper arrangements for its prompt 
distribution.” :

GAS CONSUMERS PROPOSE TO HOLD 
A MASS-MEETING. 


P. M. Henrici Gets 150 Signatures to a 
Petition in One Hour—The Petition 
Will Be Scattered Over the City Tomor- 
row and the Meeting Is Named for Sat- 
urday Night at Battery D—It Is Alleged 
That the Gas Trost Makes Meters Reg- 
ister Too Much by Air Pressure. 

War {against the gas trust has been de- 
clared by a combination of citizens who claim 
that they have been overcharged for gas con- 
sumed during the month of January. A 
meeting to organize a concerted movement 
among gas consumers against the trust was 
held at Henrici’s restaurant, Nos. 175 and 177 
Madison street, yesterday afternoon. The 
leaders of the movement present at the meet- 
ing were: A. Arend, J. W. C. Haskell, A. I. 
Lewis, Philip Rosenberg, Max Stern, P, M. 
Henrici, and C, W. Curry. 

P. M. Henrici had been appointed pre- 
viously to draw up a petition and to have 
copies of the same printed. The petition reads 
as follows:

Jt, Lee eee ee eee eee eee eee ee 2 ee © | deed oo beces 
Those present at the meeting made vigorous 
speeches denouncing the proceedings of the 
gas trust during the month of January ag or- 
ganized robbery. 
P. M. Henrici said: | 
To show what the sentiment among as con- 
sumers is I point to the fact that while I was out 
with the petition an hour this afternoon | got 150 
signers. All the men I saw expressed indignation 
against overcharges made by the gas trust, and 
said they were not only willing but anxious to do 


something to secure justice. The only trouble 
was that they did not feel strong enough 


to fight the trust alone. Now, we. pro- 
pose to place these petitions in all the 


restaurants, drug stores, hotels, in fact, all 
the public places in this city, so that people can 
sign and ask fora mass-meeting. We purpose to 
hold this meeting at Battery next Saturday 
night, appoint a committee to find the best plans 
for getting justice.. and defray the expenses by 
subscription. Wecan easily secure 10,000 signers 
to the petition. I have watched the complaint 
office of the gas trust for a week and there were 
thousands of complainers crowding their way to 
the clerk’s window continually. Ex-Judge Smith 
tells me that we sfiould bring a test caseé into 
court and sue the trust for overcharges: My bill 
for October was $36.50. The January bill for the 
same number of burners for the same number of 
hours was $3. In my bakery Luse a constant 
amount of gas. The highest bill I evar paid for 
the bakery was $29. The bill for January was 
$50. When gas cost $2 my bills were less gn the 
same number of burners. | 
Calls It “Systematic Robbery.” 

J. W. C, Haskell of Haskell Bros., No. 52 
Madison street, said: 

The trust. is carrying ona systematic robbery. 
l have received numerous letters sent. -by con- 
sumers voluntarily, alleging extortaonate charges 
for January. Stanton, grocer at No. 54 Madison 
street, was charged $15.75 more than for any 
month in five years. W.H. Abbott, the art ma- 
teriais dealer at No. 50 Madison street, kept his 
store open evenings in December, and his bili for 
January was heavier. when he closed it at 
o'clock. W.H. Haskell, who keeps a billiard 
hall on Wabash avenue, was charged morp for 
gas in January than the profits of his business 
amounted to. For thirty-seven days ending Jan. 
28 our meter registered 1,800 feet a day as burned, 
the bill being $85.75. Since that time we have 
done detective work on our own hook and find 
that since Jan. 28 the meter registers only 1,280 
feet a day as burned. A gas expert tells us that 
the meter is made to register more by usihig an 
air pressure. In other words, the gas trust has 
only to turn a crank, let on the air pressure, and 
the consumer par the freight. Personally I ob- 
ject to payi or wind which a gas-meter re gis- 
ters as gas. When we made a ‘‘ kick” at the com- 
pany’s office, an inspector was sent to look at our 
meter. He said the machine was all right. The 
meter couldn’t lie, and the gas people said they 
couldn’t go back on what the meter said no mat- 
ter how high the bills are. It remains to bé seen 
whether the public isto be imposed upon in: such 
high-handed style. 

The other speakers said: ; 

Max Stern—My bills have been growing bigger 
for two months, while the number of lights I use 
remains the same. That is a kind of arithmetic 
ido not understand. 

©, W. Curry—During the month of December I 
kept my stores, No. 75 State street and No. 181 
Madison street, open evenings for the holiday 
trade, burning gas till late in the night. In Jan- 
uary the stores closed at 6 o’clock, and still my 
bill for January was $ more than it was for De- 
cem ber. 

A. Arend, No. 189 Madison street—I use electric- 
ity and four gas burners to light my place. In De 
cember when the Arc Light and Power company’s 
plant burned | used gas exclusively for two weeks 
to light the place, and my bill was $15. In Jann- 
ary, when I resumed with the electric light and 
burned only four jets of gas in the back part of 
the store, my bill fur two weeks was $29. 

Messrs. Haskell and Henrici will start out 
tomorrow and circulate the petition asking for 
a mass meeting of consumers.

ATTENTION PAID TO THE GENERAL LIST. 


Reading Stock No Longer Monopolizes At- 
tention, but Is Still the Leader. 

New York, Feb. 15.—[Special. ]|—Reading 
continues to lead the market, On the assur- 
ance that the Pennsylvania State officials did

Recommends Its Passage. 

Ald. Gahan’s World’s Fair committee at its 
meeting yesterday afternoon recommended 
the passage of the World’s Columbian railroad 
ordinance providing for the laying of a num- 
ber of tracks between the Baltimore and Ohio 
line at Seventy-fifth street and Jackson Park. 
It took a long time to get a quorum, and the 
World’s Fair representatives present were 
closely questioned as to the purport of the 
ordinance. Mr. Butterworth explained that 
the tracks would be controlled by the Worjd’s 
Fair Directors, that the latter would fix the 
rates for the use of the tracks by the other 
roads,.which would be moderate. They might 
agree to the Council stipulating a maximum 
rate and a schedule of rates. The laying of 
the tracks would be done by the Baltimore 
and Ohio company under contract with the 
World’s Fair Directors.: But the Baltimore 
and Ohio company would not havea moneey 
of the road by any means, The tracks will be 
removed at latest Aug. 1, 1 


Transportation and Installation. 

World’s Fair officials promise to settle ’to- 
day the mooted .question of who shall direct 
the transportation, tranfer, and installation of 
exhibits at the Exposition. There was a six 
hours’ conference on the subject yesterday 
between President W. T. Baker, E. P. Ripley, 
and R. A. Waller, representing the Board of 
Directors, and J. W. St. Clair, T. W. Palmer 
and G. V. Massey, representing the National 
Commission. The session was harmonious 
and the conclusion was reached that the Na- 
tional Commission should have general super- 
vision of the work. The details of how the 
business should be conducted were not settled, 
but will be determined at another joint meet- 
ing today, when a formal agreement is to be 
reached, 


Why Englishmen Should Exhibit. 

Lonpon, Feb, 15.—The Globe today says that 
the prospects of foreign coéperation in the 
Chicago Columbian Exhibition do not appear 
very bright. In the case of England the 
Globe adds: ‘‘The very grave feeling against 
the McKinley bill has not yet subsided, but it 
is to be hoped that manufacturers will not let 
their feelings overcome their prudent judg- 
ment. Furthermore, such an attempt at re- 
taliation is more likely to hurt themselves 
than any one else. The Americans and Ger- 
mans are strenuously trying to take our com- 
merce. The absence of British competitors 
at the Fair would therefore be regarded more 
as a benefit than otherwise; it would also be 
regarded as an admittance of defeat.”’ 


Commission Appointed by Austria. 

The Director-General yesterday morning 
received a cable dispatch from United States 
Consul-General Goldschmidt at Vienna an- 
nouncing that the Emperor of Austra has 
just appointed a distinguished commission to 
represent and promote the interests and ex- 
hibit of Austria at .th4 World’s Fair. The 
chief of the commission is the Imperial Arch- 
Duke Carl,g.udwig, who is a notable leader in 
art and industrial matters.

It is now pre- 
paring, however, to move into its elegant new 
house at Woodlawn avenue and Sixty-fourth 
street, and will formally open its doors with 
a reception and dance Tuesday evening, Feb, 


The new building is in every way one of the 
most complete and coziest of the smaller club- 
houses. It is situated on atriangular plat of 
ground at the intersection of Myrtle and 
Woodlawn avenues and Sixty-fourth street, 
and the exigencies of the space covered have 
resulted in a very unique and picturesque de- 
sign both as,to external appearance and in- 
ternal arrangement. The building is a two- 
story and basement structure, the basement 
being of faced buff brick, the first story of red 
pressed brick, and the upper story of. frame, 
painted a deep red in harmony with the brick- 
work beneath. The whole is surmounted 
by a high peaked roof, part of which 
is utilized for the lofty ceiling 
of the auditorium, and the rest 
for a gymnasiuin. The building is exposed 
on all sides, and the disposition of the windows 
is such that the interior is especially light aud 
cheerful. The main entrance on Woodlawn 
avenue leads into an ample reception hall, 
which occupies the central portion of the 
building. To the left of the entrance is the 
office, and to the right the cloak-toom. At 
the northern end of the main floor is the 
library, 26x354¢ feet in area, overlooking Sixty- 
fourth street. At the other extremity of the 
building is the billiard hall, 254¢x50 feet. The 
card-room is situated on the Woodlawn avenue 
side of the building, between the office and the 


billiard hall. West of the central reception 


hall are located the ladies’ dressing-room, 
toilet-rooms, and the grand staircase to the 
upper story. 

Something About the Decorations. 

The entire floor is finished in oak with ma- 
ple floors. The walls are handsomely but 
plainly frescoed in mild warm colors. The 
upper floor comprises a central hall jor foyer, 
the ladies’ parlor, directly over the library on 
the Sixty-fourth street exposure, and the au- 
ditorium at the south side of the building. 
The last is a spacious room, 49x52 feet in area, 
and rising into the gable of the roof in the 
form of an arch. It is equipped witha stage 
for musical and amateur theatrical perform- 
ances. Directly over the main entrance isa 


smali room designed as a _ $(smoking- 


room. The upper floor has _ likewise 
dressing and toilet rooms. It is fin- 
ished in Georgia pine, and the trescoing 
is of a similar character to that on the first 
floor. The basement of the club-house is de- 
voted to kitchen, servants’ rooms, a bowling 
alley, and a fine, light dining-room. The din- 
ing-room is on the Sixty-fourth street side, 
and is similar in shape and size to the library 
and ladies’ parlor above. The entire building 
is heated with steam and lighted with gas. It 
is, however, wired- for the use of electricity 
when a plant is established at Woodlawn Park. 


The plans were furnished by Architect Em- 


mons, and it is safe to say there is no club- 
house in the city more cheerful and conven- 
ient. The cost of the structure was about 
$35,000. It is the purpose of the club to move 
into the new building the furniture now in the 


old club-house and expend about $5,0l0 more

BIG CONSOLIDATION IN THE SOUTH. 


Reorganization of Three Systems and Large 
Amounts Involved, 


ad New York, Feb. 15.—|Special. |—Chairman ‘ 


Olcott of the Richmond Terminai Reorganiza- 
tion committee said today that the commit- 
tee’s report would not be ready for publica- 
tion for ten days at least. The general 


scheme, however, is supposed to be as follows: 
All the lines, including the Richmond and 
Danville and its leased lines, the East Tennes- 
see, Virginia and Georgia and its leased lines, 
extending to Mew Orleans, will be consolidated 
into a single grand company, operating 9,000 
miles of railroad under one management, 
whereby it is expected that facilities 
of transportation will be increased and 
expenses of operating and administration 
reduced, resulting in important gains and 
savings. This vast reorganization will involve 
the output of $212,500,000 of 4 per cent first 
mortgage gold bonds, $62,500,000 of 4 per cent 
income gold bonds, $75,000,000 of 5 per cent 
preferred stock, and $150,000,000 of common 
‘stock. It is expected that the fixed charges 
will be brought to several millions of dollars 
less than the net earnings of the lines have 
heretofore been; t the first mortgage 
bonds will sell approximately near the prices 
of the highest 4 per cent bonds now on the 
market, ana that the low interest in the in- 
come bonds will almost certainly be met, 
leaving a reasonable hope for a dividend on 
‘the preferred stock. 

The amount of this preferred stock is not so 
large as to preclude a material benefit to the 
common stock, to be derived from the man- 
agement, which, by making a reduction of 
only 5 per cent upon the earn , would make 
the preferred stock a certain dividend-payer 


stock. It is said that the present 6 per cent 
bonds will be paid off in,full in cash, and that 
the 5 per cent bonds will get 80 per cent of 
their par value in new 4 per cent bonds, 30 per 
cent in the new income bonds, and a bonus in 
preferred stock. It is rumored that the syn- 
dicate of bankers who have been so much in- 
terested recently in the deal have underwrit- 
ten the reorganization plan and securities.

BOARD OF TRADE PEOPLF BEFORE 
THE COMMITTEE, 


Garden City Representatives Present Their 
' Side of the Anti-Options Matter Before 
the House Committee on Agriculture— 
Clear Arguments Made and an Evident 
Impression Created — Questions Pro- 
pounded and Freely Answered—Text of 
the Board of Trade Protest. 


Chicago Board of Trade people gota hearing 
before House Agricultural committee to-

allon hand. Mr. Hamill and Mr. Nortdn read 
statements showing the difference between le- 
gitimate Board of Trade methods and some 
of the speculatiye methods which are charged 
to” the Board of Trade. They gave in detail 
their reasons for believing that the farmer was 
the gainer by the system now in vogue, Mr. 
Allerton devoted himself mostly t0 the pack- 
ing interests. He took sharp issue with Mr. 


Whittaker of St. Louis, who appeared before. 


the committee some days ago in advocacy of 
the Hatch bill, My. Allerton pointed out how 
little Whittaker really knew of the business of 
the packers. He showed the committee how 
the large packing-houses of Chicago were able 
to help the farmers in getting good prices for 
their cattle. He also commented rather caus- 
tically on the St. Louis idea of measuring the 
packing interest by retail butcher shops. 

In answer to Mr. Lewis of Mississippi Mr. 
Hamill admitted that sometimes speculation 
forced prices down, but he believed -this was 
generally temporary and that in the aggre- 

ate it sustained prices. The first dealings in

Protest of the Chicago Board. | 

Following is the protest of the.Chicago 
Board of Trade, filed with the Agricultural 
committee of the House: ; 

To the Honorable the Senate and House of Rep- 
resentatives of the Fifty-second Congress of the 
United States of America—Gentlemen: The Board 
of Trade of the City of Chi respectfully pro- 
tests against the passage of House bill 2,699, in- 
troduced in the House of Representatives by Mr. 
Hatch, and Senate bill 1,757, introduced in the 
Senate by Senator Washburn, and described as 
ae defining ‘options’ and ‘futures,’ and im- 
posing special taxes on dealers therein, and for 
other purposes.”’ The objections urged against 
the passage of the bills are set forth in tne follow- 
ing memorial, to which your attention is respect- 


fully directed: i | 

The pass of this bill and its enforcement as 
alaw would produce ‘ commercial convulsion 
amounting to a national calamity. It would bea 
vital attack upon the foundation principles of 


’ modern business methods and usages. it would 


be hostile to the commercial genius and spirit of 
the age. It could not stop, as its advocates may 
vainly hope, at the suppression of gambling im 
farm products, but it would wipe out of @xistence 
every Board of Trade, Chamber of Commerce, and 
Cotton Exchange in the country, and destroy a 
vast system for the economic handling of the ag. 
ricultural products of the Nation, a system whic 
isin entire harmony with the progress of our 
civilization and which is a part of that civiliza- 
tion. It would disastrously disturb transporta- 
tion interests of every kind. Andit would in 
many ways, directly and indirectly, react ruinous- 
ly upon the farmers, in whose interest the measure 
is ostensibly being pushed. 
In attempting to legislate inst options or 
mbling contracts the Washburn and Hatch 
ilis fail utterly to make the proper distinction 
between such gambling contracts and legitimate 
contracts for purchase and sale of commodities 
for future delivery. They attempt to stamp as 
illegal a class of contracts which the Federal and 
State courts have for more than thirty years held 
to be valid and binding, and which .are now rec- 
ognized as a part and parcel of our com al 
and financial system. 
Contracts for Future Delivery. 


Contracting for future delivery has entered 
into every phase. and feature of the industrial 
and business life of the civilized world. It is 
rare that an enterprise of any importance Is now 
undertaken which is not predicated largely upon 
contracts for labor, money, or supplies, éxtenuing 
into the future. : : 

A capitalist-:planning to build a house or a 
biock, let it cost $1.000 or $1,000,000, contracts for 
its construction from beginning to end, makes his 
financial arrangements accordingly, and, so far as 
he can do so, sells his floor space short—all before 
a spade is put into the ground. The vaficus con- 
struction contracts are, in their turn, , as 
far as may be possible, on contracts for the future 
delivery of materials and labor at an agreed price.

Gambling in farm products is an unmitigated 
evil, and there is not a legitimate exchange in the 
country that would not lend its aid and counten- 
ance to theenactment and enforcement of laws 
for its extinction. If the Washburn and Hatch 
bills could accomplish that result and stop at 
that, this memorial would be in favor of the 
measure and not against it, 

Gambling in produce—gambling pure and sim- 
ple. is carried on in the bucket-shops. This form 
of gambling is and has long been a fruitful source 
of agricultural depression, and a rigorous federal 
bucket-shop law, vigorously enforced, might go 
far toward accomplishing the end that is sought. 
The laying of wagérs in these thousands of 
bucket-shops ou the quotations of produce, as 
they are made in the great marts of trade, creates 
a powerful concentrated interest for the depres- 
sion of values. The extent to which this. bucket- 
shopinfluence is responsible for the agricultural 
depression that is complained of .is not, we fear, 
fully appreciated. The evil is of sufficient im- 
pertance In our opinion to merit the attention of 
Congress. It has become a national curse. This 
board does not apprehend that your honorable 
body confounds bucket-shops with legitimate ex- 
changes. Such a thought would be an insult to 
your intelligence, 

Boards of trade are a necessity of modern com- 
merce. They enable the producers to tind a mat- 
ket atany time for their surplus grain, cattle, 
hogs, cotton, and other crops at far better averge. 
prices than could otherwise be obtained. Amer- 
ica raises a surplus of almose every kind of farm 
product, and this product must be sold to domes- 
tic and foreign consumers; else congestion results 
and the country suffers from evil of over-produc- 
tion. It is through the medium of boards of trade 
that the capital is supplied for the carry of 
the country's surplus products during the long 
and wearisome period that must intervene from 
the time it leaves the possession of the needy 

roducer until it is taken by the tardy and re- 

uctant consumer. The farmers are not, asa 
class,.able to furnish the capital needed to carry 
the surplus of their crops. They are, as a general 
thing, obliged by the necessities of the situation 

realize on their crops as soon as saved. This 
makes them urgent seliers during a few months 
immediately following the harvest, and were it 
not for the helping hand of speculative and in- 
vested capital the highways of commerce would 
be glut with an unsailable plethora. The ulti- 
mate consumers*to whom our surplus must be 
sold, if sold at all, would supply cheir require- 
meats only as necessity demanded and fathom- 
less depression in values would ensue. 


How the Eoards Operate. | 


Enterprise and capital have created chains of 
warehouses extending from the remote West and 
South tothe seashore. Interior dealers obtain 
advances from the commission merchants at com- 
mercial centers, and buy and store the surplus of 
the country. This surplus is sold for future de- 
livery at the larger markets, or, as they are styled, 
“boards of trade,” “chambers of commerce,’ 
and ** produce exchanges.” , 

It is immaterial to the producer or to the 
try dealer whether his wares have been sold in 
Chicago, New York, St. Louis, New Orleans, or 
any of the other great markets to the consumer 
or to aspeculator. He is only interestedin know- 
ing that the property on hand has been “ placed” 
at a price that pays him a moderate profit on the

lt may be contended perhaps that the Wash- 
burn and Hatch bills do not in words prohibit 
epeculation in farm products where e® actual 
property is bought and sold.

Destroy the system of contracting for the pur- 
chase and sale of agricultural commodities for 
future delivery by imposing a prohibitive tax on 
such operations and a large proportion of the 
capital thus amainyes will seek other channels 
fdr investment. The farmer may rid himself of 
the middlemen, but he will also bereft of his 
market at the same time. ; : 

The exorbitant dealers’ license provided in the 
bills, and the extravagant tax of five cents per 
pound on cotton and hog products and 20 cents 
per bushels on grain are, of course, intended to be 
prohibitory. ere it otherwise the tax would be 
only an added burden on the agricultural and in- 
dustrial interests of the country. Taxation of 
this description must eventually paid by 
producers. 

The remedy for cultural depression does not 
lie in Congressional enactment depriving farmers | 
of a ready market fortheir crops. Existing ma- 
chinery for the handling of the Nation’s crops 
may seem expensive, but it is the cheapest 
has ever been known in the world’s history. If 
any cheaper method can be devised fordoing the 
work, keen-eyed competition for profitable invest- 
ment of capital will discover it. Legislation will 
not be needed to point the way. Neither will ag- 
ricultural depression be dissipated by Congress- 
ional enactment. It is a sore that will the more 
speedily cure itself if let alone. If something must 
be done, then lighten instead of adding to the 
common burden of taxation. 

Tendency of Speculation, 

The inevitable tendency of speculation is to 

minimize the range of finctuations and reduce 


_ business risks to the narrowest limits, The abso- 


lute truth of this statement is illustrated in the 
course of market values of commodities in which 
there has been most general speculation of late 
years,namely: Grain, hog products, cotton and 
oil. The tide has ebbed and flowed with placid 
regularity. Speculation, within bounds, is quite 
as legitimate as manufacturing, merchandising 
or banking. and serves quite as useful a purpose. 
Gambling is the abuse of speculation, —_ like 


any excess effects its own cure in the exha 


of the resources of its votaries. 

The following from the pen of a noted writer on 
political economy may farther explain the utilit 
of contracts for future delivery, the paragrap 
having direct reference to grain: 

* The only standard by which we can test these 
contracts is that of vtility. Do their benefits out- 
weigh their mischiefs: Are the complaints 
against them founded in ignorance and want of 
thought? If so, they are beneficent; and if benef- 
icent, then in every ethical analysis ther areright. 
The advantages of future contracts in ey 
founded on the system of grading grain in bulk, 
and issuing warehouse receipts for certain quan- 
tities of certain grades, and buying selling 
these receipts, as compared with the alternative 
system of selling grain by sample, or on view, are 
so great that it is not too much to say that to pro- 
vision the civilized world without the aid of such 
mechanism would be hardly less difficult than to 
transport to market the world’s food material 
without the ase of railways. A class of contracts 
which perform such services to commerce; which 
promote the production of the staff of life and 
cheapen bread and provisions throughout the civ- 
ili world; whose profits rest on economic law 
and not on blind chance; which give yew | and 
firmness to the prices they are c ives with dis- 
turbing, can only be belittied into bets by those 
whose knowledge of business is that of children. 
Their cost. if their benefit has a debit side at all. 
is not to be placed in com with their 
beneficence.”’ 

In the fo ing no reference has been made to 
the industrial disturbance that is likely to result 
from the overthrow of the system of trading in 
vogue on the commercial exchanges of the coun- 
try. Hundreds of thousands of men are employed 
in the great mills, in the mammoth packing- 
houses, and in i the crops of the coun- 
try after they leave the farmers’ hands. The 
wages of this great host of eaplozed men will be 
dangerously distyrbed and seriously reduced.

The principle of the combust.on of water- 
gas is that an incandescent fire is produced 
and steam fed into and through it. The steam 
will be dissociated into the component parts 
of water, hydrogen, and oxygen, the oxygen 
com binin with carbon to form carbonic Ox- 
ide gas. This gas and the hydrogen pass off 
and burn in another chamber where air is ad- 
mitted, forming water ‘vapor and carbonic 
acid gas. Hydrogen burns with a high degree 
of temperature and is, therefore, an excel ent 
heater. For practical purposes this principle 
has not yet been utilized| except in the water- 
gas burners, as the production of an incandes- 
cent fire thrbueh which the steam can be fed 
causes an intermittent process, time beimg re- 
quired to produce the incandescent fire whose 
heat 1s exhausted by the steam. 

he description of Mr. Carney’s device sug- 
gests that he may have found a means to over- 
come this difficulty and make a continuous 
fire, gradually evaporating the water that is 
mixed with the coal.

The general conditions of supply and demand 
in financial circles and the resultant interest 
rates remain unchanged. There is an abundance 
of money to be had at 5 and 6 percent. The de- 
mand for commercial paper still is far in advance 
of the supply offered. Bankers admit that money 
is exceedingly easy but deny that they are making 
any desperate efforts to place syrplus funds. The 
general routine business at the banks is sufficient 
to check tendencies to a serious oversupply. 

The sterling market is gradually weakening, 
although quoted rates are®unchanged, One rea- 
son given for this tendency is that London is 
buying stocks. The more geperally accepted 
theory is a sort of converse of thie. ‘It is that 
London has stopped the sale of railway securities 
’ induiged in so freely last week.. There seems to 
be less danger each day of the sterling market 
reaching the gold shipment stage, although New 
York speculators are watching it with a great 
deal of anxiety.

The prospects of an immediate settlement of the 
brewery troubles are not the brightest. To use the 
language of one of the brokers conversant with 
brewery matters: ‘The merry war is still on and 
beer is still down té $4.00 a barrel.’’ 

At this price there is but small profit to the 
large breweries, and loss to the smaller ones, It 
isa war of extermination, and isto be aja object 
lesson to capitalists willing to start new brew- 
eries. It is said that one newly organized brewery 
company has, under the influence brought to bear, 
decided to abandon a plant which it had under 
way, Last week the prediction was made 
‘that within a few! weeks arrangements would 
be made practically ending the beer war'and 
that brewery securities would react. The differ- 
ence between the ruling price of beer per barrel 
in 1591 and at present of $2 is sufficient to war- 
rant the past decline in stocks of the Chicago 
Brewing and Malting company. Whether there 
is reason for bringing on the present scale of 
prices depends on the prospects of the trust 
eventually winning out. Brokers who take a 
favorable view of the brewery securities say that 
the war cannot last longer than a year and that 
the big brewers wiil carry their point. On this 
basis they argue that preferred stock will pay a 
dividend, and that in’ case common stock passes 
a dividend the investor has a year’s dividend dis- 
counted by the difference between the market 
price and par value of brewery shares. 

On the New York market there was a tend ency 
to let the stocks in the coal combination alone, 
and to put up other railway securities. The Van- 
derbilt stecks and the Grangers were the lines se- 
lected for this movement. Rock Island and Lake 
Shore scaled up 2 points under the pressure, 

The proposition from Chicago brokers to have 
gold listed on the New York Exchange is roundly 
denounced in New York. It is not supposed that 
the application will be granted, but the agitation 
which will be aroused in regard to the effect on 
gold is not relisbed by operators if a bull mar- 
ket. The same anxiety which is felt in regard to 
sterling rates extends to the question of listing 
gold among fluctuating securities. The senti- 
mental effect which the application may have is 
apprehended more than the possibility of the 
New York Exchange acceding to it.

F. G. Logan is actively interesting himself in 
the movement against the Washburn and Hatch 
bills. Heis sending out to all his correspondents 
and customers a copy of the protest prepared by 
the Board of Trade with necessary blanks for 
signatures to a plea for dealing in futures. He 
has secured the coéperation of several other lead- 
ing houses, and the effect will undoubtedly be 
felt when the petitions begin to roll in upon the 
Congressmen. ; . 

New York reported an unusual activity in the 
foreign buying of wheat. A late dispatch stated 
that the sales to foreigners of spot and futures at 
New York and outports aggregated. nearly 1,000,- 
000 bu. It was also reported that bids for No. 1 
Northern were received from the United Kingdom 
at 9d over Saturday's prices. The stocks of wheat 
at New York are less than 5,000,000 bu, and this 
fact has given strength tothe near futures, March 
selling at a premium of 3c over May. 

An Ohio wheat dealer, who has_just traversed 
much of that State and a part of Indiana, writes 
Snodgrass that farmers are complaining of the 
unfavorable appearence of the growing wheat, 
and that some of them go so far as to say that no 
little acreage will be plowed up in the sp - the 
plantin many counties is unprotected ‘by snow 
covering and looks dry and unpromising. The 
letter concludes: *‘ Farmers are disposed to hold 
their wheat reserves and claim thot the young 
plant never looked rer.”’ 

“This advance o Rae in May rye since Thurs- 
day. with little for sale at any price, reminds me 
of the flurry last summer,” said an observer of 
that market, *' when $1.11 was paid, and the price 
was at one time higher than that of wheat.’’ The 
difference between the two cereals yesterday was 
but 4c. Responding to an inquiry from Noble 
Jones relative to export business New Yore wired: 
“Can't give 2 price safe to cable on; rye strong 
and none offered beiow $1.00, and could probably 
sell at 97\%c elevator. It is not safe to give a re- 
fusal with the idea of buying back here.” The 
stock of rye in New York is 738,648 bu.

Theearly cables showing an ad- 
vance at Liverpool suggested the strength that 
developed later, but during the early part of the 
session the traders could get up but little enthu- 
siasin. Most of them reasoned that inspite of the 
foreign advance a slight increase in the visible 
supply, which seemed altogether probable, would 
be enough to more than offset it. Receipts here 
were 24carsorso over the estimates and con- 
tributed to the lack of confidence manifested by 
the believers in higher prices. Pardridge im- 
proved the re ans to sella few hundred 
thousand bushels, and had the satisfaction of 
seeing the price drop a little over %c,. New York, 
however, continued to buy freely, and private 
messages from the seaboard hinted at encouraging 
news. The first surprise of the day .was in the 
discovery that the visible supply report would 
show a decrease of over 1,000,000 bu. New York 
reported a decrease of nearly 900,000 bu, and 
foreigners were said to be actively buying both 
spot and futures there. Then San Francisco con- 
tributed a message stating that there had been 
an advance there of 10c in the last five days, and 
that the French were “bidding for wheat they 
could not get. They confirmed the reports of 
damage to the French crop. This was enough 
tu start the shorts, and when the board’s 
late cable showed substantial advances at 
Berlin, Antwerp, Paris, and London 
the competition between buyers 
the price up 2c, the close for May 
being 92%c.
